County of Mountain View 
employees may be facing lay 
off notices sooner than ex¬ 
pected after receiving notice 
that the date for merging fi¬ 
nancial administration for the 
new regional school board has 
been moved up 

Both the County of Moun¬ 
tain View and the County of 
Red Deer had been contracted 
to continue accounting serv¬ 
ices for the school board until 
August 31 but last week notice 
was sent saying the date to 
merge the services under the 
new region would be moved 
up 

Mountain View County 
Commissioner Herman Epp 
said the merger means 19 
county employees may be 
looking for new jobs on April 
1 

‘There is a possibility of 
layoffs,’' Epp said “But there 
is also the possibility they 
might be positioned with Chi¬ 
nook’s Edge or fill other posi¬ 
tions for the county.” 

Epp said school board ad¬ 
ministration accounted for 60 
percent of the affected em¬ 
ployees’ time and county work 
took up the remaining 40 per¬ 
cent 

At press time, the new re¬ 
gional school board had not 
made any further announce¬ 
ments about staff appoint-

Groups ready to blast VLTs

The Alberta Lottery Review 
Committee, on which local MLA 
Roy Brassard sits, will be getting 
an earful from local groups once 
it convenes in Lacombe next 
week 

Didsbury Town Councillor 
Willard Swalm said he will be 
taking the concerns of a number 
of local community groups to the 


review committee and recom¬ 
mending that money which leaves 
the town in VLT profits should 
somehow be returned 

“We have heard a lot that the 
money going out of the commu¬ 
nity ought to be coming back, “ 
Swalm said 

The amount of money leaving 
on a weekly basis is amazing ac¬ 
cording to bar owners Dave Oyka, 
owner of Our Rose Lounge, said 
he raked in $6500 for a four day 


period last week, but of that 
amount, he said, very little stays 
at home 

“Last Thursday, we pulled 
$2300 out of the four VLTs (in his 
bar),” he said “Of that. we kept 
$45 That’s not enough to make to 
put anything back into the com¬ 
munity and the whole process isn't 
even making any local employ¬ 
ment ” 

Oyka said he feels the huge 
amounts of cash being pumped in 


to the VLTs every day are only 
contributing to social problems 
for the gamblers, but local organi¬ 
zations say the problem doesn't 
end there 

“Last year our Nevadas were 
down 20 percent, “ said Ron 
Patten, a member of the Didsbury 
Elks Club “And 1 can’t give you 
the numbers for our bingo, but 1 
know the (participation) is down ’ ’ 
Patten said the Elks feel the

Liberals to defend community ideals 

Mitchell predicts Albertans will soon feel threatened by cuts

As the official leader of the 
Opposition, Liberal leader Grant 
Mitchell said he is planning to 
spend this legislative session de¬ 
fending the rights of the commu¬ 
nity. 

Atafun” DeathbyChocolate” 
evening organized by the local 
Liberal association, Mitchell told 
the press he is waiting for the 
backlash against Klein govern¬ 
ment cutbacks 

“We feel that because the cuts 
only really began six months ago 
people arc just beginning to see 
that the way they arc cutting is not 
acceptable,” Mitchcllsaid. “They 
arc hurting children and they arc 
hurting seniors '’ 

He said Klein 's method of cut¬ 
ting the deficit at any cost is hurt¬ 
ing the community and in reality 
taking power away from local mu¬ 
nicipalities and placing it in the 
Premier’s office 

“Our focus is not just talking 
about a balanced budget, the real 
issue is what is left over when we 
are done,” he said “1 have a real 
concern for our communities, es¬ 
pecially over what is happening 
to health care and education ” 

Mitchell said he feels Klein's 
cuts arc ill planned and pointed to 
a recent poll published in the Fi¬ 
nancial Post which said 69 per¬ 
cent of Albertans arc concerned 
about the government's direction 
with health care and 67 percent 
are concerned about the direction 
of education He said he also cx-

pcctcd Albertans to begin express¬ 
ing concern about Bill 57. which 
would allow the government to 
privatize government services 
without discussion in the Legisla¬ 
ture 

“That's part of a disturbing 
trend towards centralization of 
power and it's hugely significant,” 


he said “We feel if the govern¬ 
ment wants to privatize educa¬ 
tion. perhaps we should debate 
that in the Legislature.” 

Mitchell also pointed to the 
appointment of regional board 
members and the restructuring of 
education taxes - now handled by 
the province rather than locally- 


as further ev idence of the power 
drain from the local level 

But while Mitchell said there 
were many areas over which to

Questions of town council im¬ 
propriety were raised at the last 
town council meeting when former 
fire chief Gary Halfyard questioned 
Town Councillor Dan Peters about 
a renter living in his R-1 rated prop¬ 
erty. 

Halfyard told council he was 
concerned by-laws were being 
breached by a member of the coun¬ 
cil, despite his knowledge that 


renters were not allowed in R-l 
housing 

But Peters acknowledged that a 
renter was living in the basement of 
his single dwelling home Peters 
said that the renter was already liv¬ 
ing there when he bought the house, 
and even though tenants can take up 
to 90 days to relocate after being 
served notice by their landlord, the 
tenant in question had already made 
arrangements to move out by the 
end of the month. 

"I have lived there for less than 


three months, and (the renter] will 
be gone in less than the three 
months,’ ’Peterssaid, ‘ ‘Caseclosed ’’ 

But as a realtor. Halfyard said, 
Peters knew of the situation at the 
outset. Peters said he could not take 
action until he took possession of 
the house 

Halfyard later said he was con¬ 
cerned about the apparent breach 
especially after council had made a 
blind resident evict her renter in an 
emotional case last year. Peters was 
a member of the council when the 


decision was made 

Separately, council discussed 
proposed changes to land use by¬ 
laws which would allow renters in 
R2 zones in future R1 restrictions 
were established to contain poten¬ 
tial noise and traffic disturbance in 
single family dwelling 
neighborhoods Modifications to R2 
zoning regulations will not affect 
Peters or any land owner with prop- 
erty tagged as Rl, as no changes 
regarding renters were proposed for 
that designation. 


Air management investigation nears completion

Investigation of the existing air 
quality management systems in the 
Rocky Mountain House, Rimbey 
and Sundre areas is nearing com¬ 
pletion 

Brian Plesuk, spokesperson for 
the Regional Air Management In¬ 
vestigative team, said the group is 


finishing up its three month long 
look at air quality management sys¬ 
tems in the western part of the prov¬ 
ince. 

RAMI T was set up last year after 
concerned businesses and area resi¬ 
dents met to discuss the issue of air 
quality. The meeting was held at 
the suggestion of the Clean Air 
Strategic Alliance, a provincial or¬ 
ganization whose mandate is to 


identify air quality problems and 
manage solutions to these prob¬ 
lems. After the initial meeting last 
September, RAMIT was set up to 
investigate existing and proposed 
air management systems. 

Plesuk said the investigative 
group has assessed both the exist¬ 
ing systems, composed of individual 
sources of emissions, and the pro¬ 


posed regionally coordinated sys¬ 
tem Stakeholders met again Feb¬ 
ruary 6 to go over the preliminary 
results. 

A presentation of the findings 
and recommendations will take 
place at a community meeting 
planned for April 27 at the James 
River Bridge Community Hall The 
meeting will begin at 7:30 pm

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Town council notes

Didsbury town council ratified 
several appointments to a variety of 
posts at the February 7 meeting 
Gord Kerby joined the Tourist and 
Economic Development Commit¬ 
tee Linda Vernon-Third was given 
a seat on the David Thompson Coun¬ 
try Tourist Council, with Jeannette 
Robertson named as an alternate 
Appointed to the Environmental Ad¬ 
visory Board were: Brenda Turner, 
Janice Harrington, Dale Weiss, 
Kirstin Phillips and Stephanie 
Doury 

Videotron Communications Ltd 
spokesperson Rick Sanders made a 
brief presentation to council outlin¬ 
ing upcoming changes to local ca¬ 
ble programming. He explained that 
seven new channels will be avail¬ 
able in the near future. 

“Frequency limitations’’ cur¬ 
rently narrow available channels on 
the Videotron system to a total ca¬ 
pacity of 36, Sanders explained In 
order to ‘ ‘make room ’ ’ for new chan¬ 
nels, area viewers (incorporating 
Didsbury Olds, Bowden and 
Innisfail) will be asked for input on 
which stations, if any, they would 
be willing to drop. Currently, chan¬ 
nels 17 and 30 are open, 17 chiefly 
because of an outside interference 
problem causing a ‘Venetian blind 
effect’ which Sanders said would 
have to be dealt with before use of

tion Cable subscribers will be given 
ample opportunity for input through 
a toll free number and mailer re¬ 
sponse cards and flyers. 

New Country Network (NCN) 
which replaced Country Music Tel¬ 
evision (CMT) went on the air as of 
January 1 st. Other candidates up for 
consideration include The Discov¬ 
ery Channel, The Learning Chan¬ 
nel, Bravo!, The Fox Network, Life 
Network, Showcase Television and 
the Women’s Television Network 

Revisions to land use by-laws,

While- 
each request would be dealt with on 
a individual basis with considera¬ 
tion given to units already in place, 
permission to place the unit at the 
edge of the property line was granted 
to allow room for garage access on 
narrow lots One stipulation in¬ 
volved an agreement by neighboring 
property owners in the form of an 
easement to allow for maintenance 
(cleaning gutters, cleaning windows, 
etc.). Lindhout said the new option 
would not affect established 
relocatable dwelling unit develop¬ 
ments in Didsbury. 

Sidewalk work and railing in¬ 
stallation on Main Street near the 
Royal Bank entrance requested at 
the January 17 town council meet¬ 
ing was completed. Unfortunately 
vandals destroyed the results by ram¬ 
ming the newly installed railing 
sometime in the early morning hours 
last Monday Town foreman Hans 
Janssen said the railings would be 
reinstalled, with stronger reinforce¬ 
ments and heavier steel although, as 
he said, “It’s hard to build some¬ 
thing that will withstand the force of 
a car or truck. ’ ’ 

In a letter asking for permission 
to once again reserve a section of 
the Rosebud Valley Campground 
for their annual rally, a Rocky Bow

I mean, if it is in the Washington Post, then it must be true, 
right? 

Give me a large break. 

Yes, Canada does have a deficit problem which we need to deal

The Lottery Question 

1 grew up in a family who loved 
to play cards Mom liked to play for 
money - not much money really - 
but she felt it gave the game a 
purpose As our family grew up and 
moved away from home, the card 
games got fewer and fewer When 
Dad died they seemed to stop all 
together After she sold her house. 
Mother started going to bingo with 
a few of her friends, more for the 
social contact than anything else, 
although she did enjoy winning 
Other than the odd chanty raffle 
and the Irish sweepstakes, that was 
pretty well the extent of gambling 
activities in those days We've sure 
come a long way since then! 

"Charitable Gaming" as it is 
known these days is a $780 million 
business per year in Alberta with 
$330 million spent on bingo - $75 
million spent on pull tickets - $50 
million on raffles and $325 million 
on casinos That's besides the $382 
million spent on ticket lotteries, the 
$ 190 million spent on horse racing 
and the whopping $1 36 billion 
spent on video lottery terminals 
each year! A total of $2 6 billion 


that comes directly out of the dis¬ 
posable income of Albertans True 
- some of it is returned in the form 
of winnings, but $447 8 million 
does not! 

Gambling never seemed to be 
much of a concern to most 
Albertans Horse racing and bingo 
palaces were limited to the larger 
centres and while it was a known 
fact that some people seemed 
"hooked" on this form of gam¬ 
bling, they were generally consid¬ 
ered to be the "exception" Until 
the 6-49 Lotteries started making 
millionaires out of people over¬ 
night Just the thought of what a 
person could do with a million 
dollars made converts of even the 
most cynical 

This was soon followed with 
video lottery terminals( VLT’s) and 
while a bingo addict would spent 
up to $50 an evening, the VLT 
player can spend that much in 15 
minutes - and they are not the 
exception A staggering total of 
$50 million is spent every week on 
gambling in Alberta, over $25 
million of that is spent on VLTs 
alone And that is money that di¬ 
rectly impacts on Boy Scouts fun¬ 
draising drives and Girl Guide 
cookie sales and a whole multi¬ 


tude of similarcommumty fundrais¬ 
ing And because of the allure of 
being instantly rich, the addictive 
rate has increased as well 

But there is another side to all of 
this The proponents of increased 
gambling speak only of how the 
profits of the various lotteries should 
be spent How much should be re¬ 
turned to those communities from 
whence they came and how much 
should support the arts and other 
form of culture and what percentage 
should go towards the provincial 
revenue and debt reduction and a 
whole myriad of other noble things 
But let'sjust take a look at the impact 
on fundraising in the communities 
Operating a raffle or a bingo is a lot 
of work involving a great many peo¬ 
ple The reward lies in the satisfac¬ 
tion of helping a worthwhile cause 
through the proceeds of everyone's 
efforts Even when the same amount 
of funding support is supplied 
through lottery funds, the commu¬ 
nity involvement and satisfaction of 
helping your fellow man is lost 
There arc many facets to this 
lottery debate and not too many of 
them arc pleasant There is a tre¬ 
mendous social impact to be consid¬ 
ered, not just who should get what

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Privatization - not necessarily tor prisons 


Dear Editor: 

Are Albertans prepared to priva¬ 
tize their jails? Will the residents in 
the communities around provincial 
prisons feel safe if the Klein gov¬ 
ernment privatizes jails? It appears 
that Justice Minister Brian Evans is 
not concerned with the answers to 
these and other questions Albertans 
are asking The Klein government 
is pushing ahead, full speed, with 
plans to privatize provincial correc¬ 
tional centres and yet Albertans have 
not been consulted 

Handing over the operation of a 
prison to a private company is a 
radical change in the way a govern¬ 
ment protects its citizens from crimi¬ 
nals. The Klein government calls 
itself'open' and claims that lt'listens', 
yet they have become so arrogant 
that they feel they can drastically 
change the role of government with¬ 
out listening to the voters. 

Mr. Evans has stated that "in the 
United States they've been able to 


save 10 percent and maintain the 
safety of the public ” Yet he does 
not tell Albertans where this figure 
came from I '<* talks of an internal 
report that remains a secret hidden 
from Albertans Albertans must 
question why the Justice Minister is 
reluctant to release this report to the 
public Is he afraid that the claims of 
the internal report will prove to be 
unfounded? Even private prison 
advocate Charles Logan has admit¬ 
ted that "private prisons will not 
necessarily be less expensive than 
those run directly by the govern¬ 
ment" A number of public studies 
refute Mr Evans' claim that priva¬ 
tizing prisons would save money 
The Alberta Liberal Caucus is 
providing Albertans the opportu¬ 
nity to have input. We are holding 
information meetings throughout the 
province. This is an opportunity for 
Albertans to learn more about prison 
privatization More importantly, it 
is an opportunity for concerned 


Albertans to have a say and to be 
heard on a very important issue 
The Alberta Liberal Caucus will

decrease in the revenue they gen¬ 
erated through their Nevada tick¬ 
ets and bingo nights is directly

“We were giving 50 percent of 
the profits to charities around 
town,’ ’ Patten said ‘ ‘The other 50 
percent goes towards keeping our 
Elks hall running It is getting 
hard to keep the hall going ” 

Linton Westman agreed As a 
member of the Olds Legion, 
Westman has seen the amount of 
profits his group made through 
bingos and Nevada tickets dwin¬ 
dle over the past two years 

“In 1993 we gave $ 173,000 to 
various community groups like 
STARS, Scouts and the Olds 
Gnzzlys,”hesaid “Last year that 
dropped to $ 107,000 and this year 
we will be lucky if we have 
$70,000.” 

“I’m just not sure what we are 
going to do,” Westman added 
“But you can be sure the different 
groups who rely on charity to 
support them are going to start 


screaming because they have no 
money all of a sudden ” 

And Westman said the prob¬ 
lem doesn’t stop there. While 
money is being taken out of the 
same communities and not re¬ 
turned, the communities are be¬ 
ing expected to pick up the tab to 
deal with the increasing social 
costs related to gambling 

“I also work with the food 
bank,” he said “The amount of 
demand is increasing at an ex¬ 
traordinary rate ”

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Long term care resident hits 107

A resident of the long term care 
ward of the Mountain View I lealth 
Care Centre celebrated her 107th 
birthday last week, raising the ques¬ 
tion about whether she is the oldest 
person in Alberta 

Susi Patchell celebrated her in¬ 
credible milestone at an afternoon 
tea party with relatives and friends 
last Thursday, serenading the guests 
with five verses of her favorite song, 
“ Will You Ixrve Me When I’m Old” 
and blowing out the candles on her 
pink and white birthday cake 

Patchell, bom the second eldest 
of seven children in Oregon in 1888, 
moved to Alberta in 1903 when her 
family decided to move to the Peace 
River country After a long, cov¬ 
ered wagon journey, Patchell’s 
mother had had enough and de¬ 
cided to make Calgary their new 
home. 

Patchell married her husband 
Fred and settled into a farm near 
Cremona shortly after moving to 
Calgary They made their living on 
the farm until 1941 when they 
moved to Armstrong, B.C. Patchell 
moved back to Cremona in the 
1980s, moving in with her son Bob 
on the family farm before moving 


into the long term care unit at the 
Didsbury Hospital in 1988 

Bob, at 88-years-old, still lives 
on the farm where he continues to 
grow hay 1 le said he had no expla¬ 
nation for the longevity in his fam¬ 
ily except to say it was genetic. 


‘ ‘ It goes back a long, long ways, ’ ’ 
he said “Both mother’s mother and 
father lived well into their 90s and 
her mother’s mother’s family also 
lived a long time ” 

Bob said health secrets didn't 
account for the longevity because 


his mother continues to smoke to 
this day and rolled her own up until 
last year when she took a fall and 
broke her arm 

“She used to get on pretty well 
by herself until then,’’ Bob said 

“But she got the flu after the fall and 


needs some help to get around now 

He said doctors never thought 
she would make it to this birthday 
after the fall. 

“They just shook their heads, 
they couldn’t believe it,” Bob said 

Attempts to find out if Patchell 
was the oldest person in Alberta, 
and perhaps in Canada, were ham¬ 
pered by lack of statistics in Al¬ 
berta The provincial Vital Statis¬ 
tics Department said they couldn’t 
determine the age of a resident until 
after their death because many of 
the older generation were bom out¬ 
side the province and didn’t have 
birth records on file. Bob said he 
tried to get his mother’s birth cer¬ 
tificate but ran into a problem with 
the Oregon state government 

‘ ‘I wrote and wrote to them,” he 
said “Finally they wrote back and 
said they don’t keep track of people 
that old, they have no records past 
1904.” 

Kim Andres from the MVHCC 
said the hospital has also tried to 
find out if Patchell is the oldest in 
the province but couldn’t find any 
information Several years ago the 
Calgary Herald ran an article nam¬ 
ing her as .the third oldest, but no 
records have been released since 
then

Scam warning issued

Local RCMP are issuing a warn¬ 
ing to local seniors to be on the look 
out for con artists offering to reno¬ 
vate their homes. 

Donald Fleury of Redwater, Al¬ 
berta was arrested January 20 in 
Edmonton after police received 
complaints about Fleury’s com¬ 
pany, Icon Developments 

RCMP said Fleury allegedly 
convinced seniors to undertake 


renovations to their homes which 
weren’t necessary Sergeant Dave 
Lee of the Olds RCMP detachment 
said his trick is to take a concealed 
piece of rotten wood up to the sen¬ 
ior’s attic and, after pretending to 
check the area, produces the wood 
as if it came from the attic 

“The victim is convinced that 
the attic is in dire need of repair,” 
Sgt. Lee said in a press release 
issued last week “He then has the 
victim sign a contract for repairs ” 
Fleury is also being investigated 


by the Westlock RCMP for alleg¬ 
edly charging an elderly woman 
more than $5000 to fix dry rot in her 
attic Wainwright and Rimbey 
RCMP are also investigating fraud 
related activities in relation to 
Fleury. 

Sgt. Lee said local seniors must 
be on the lookout for these types of 
con artists He said anyone who 
feels they have been a victim of

In the past five years there has 
been a trend toward more reduced 
tillage or direct seed cropping sys¬ 
tems These systems have resulted 
in producers moving toward sur¬ 
face application or minimal incor¬ 
poration ofpre-emergent herbicides 
We now have registrations for the 
fall surface application of several 
pre-emergent herbicides (Avadex 
and Fortress) without incorporation 
until the following spring. There is 
also ongoing work that suggests 
promising results with fall applica¬ 
tions of other pre-emergent herbi¬ 


cides (trifluralins) within direct 
seeding systems. Along with the 
promise of effective control from 
surface applications of pre- 
emergents there is a perception of 
increased damage in subsequent 
crops due to increased residual her¬ 
bicide carry over. 

There are several factors that 
will influence the damage caused 
by carry over residues of pre-emer¬ 
gent herbicides Many of these fac¬ 
tors are related to the soil type, 
organic matter level, the method of 
application, the amount of tillage 
done, the type of crop, the crop 
variety grown in the year after ap¬ 
plication, soil moisture and pre¬ 


cipitation in the year of application 
and subsequent year and so on One 
of the biggest influences on the 
amount of residue damage from pre- 
emergents is the condition of the 
seedbed into which the follow up 
crop is seeded 

A quick start for the crop can 
make the difference between a good 
harvest or just an average or below 
average result. Conditions that al¬ 
low the seedlings to have a quick 
start, such as a firm, moist, warm 
seedbed, will result in vigorous and 
healthy seedlings. Seedlings that are 
healthy and growing vigorously are 
less susceptible to disease and bet-

ter able to deal with environmental 
stresses and chemical residues 
Seeding management that allows 
for quick, even and vigorous emer¬ 
gence of the seedlings is the first 
step toward a bountiful harvest 

Seedbed management is not just 
tillage to work in the crop residues 
and break up the soil particles, it 
may involve the reduction in tillage 
Seedbed management is adjusting 
your seeding method, timing of seed¬ 
ing and other cropping practices to 
achieve the best possible conditions 
at the time of seeding 

Seedbed management starts at 
harvest the previous fall The proper 
handling of the crop residues at 
harvest will go a long way toward 
simplifying the job of seeding the 
next year Proper chopping and 
spreadin g of crop residues to achieve 
an even spread over the field sur¬ 
face during combining is the first 
step If you are direct seeding you 
want to make sure the crop residues 
are evenly spread Keep in mind 
that soil covered by crop residues 
will be slower to warm up in the 
spring. If you work the soil in the 
fall you will aerate the soil, which 
encourages the breakdown of her¬ 
bicide residues. 

Soil fertility is part of seedbed 
preparation. Ensuring that the soil 
has appropriate levels of the re¬ 
quired nutrients will contribute to¬ 


ward a rapidly emerging, vigorously 
growing crop Research has shown 
that the application of proper 
amounts of fertilizer, particularly 
seed placed phosphate will help crop 
emergence 

A good seedbed is level, firm, 
moist and warm The soil should be 
level, free of large clods and firm to 
a depth of four to five inches. Loose 
soil, dry soil, crusted or compacted 
soils will result in poor germination 
and slow emergence If working 
stubble in the fall try to leave some 
trash on the surface to help trap 
snow and to hold moisture in the 
spring The keys to good emergence 
are the words firm, moist and warm 
Check your soil moisture and your 
soil temperatures 

The soil temperature should be 
near 10 degrees Celsius for quick 
effective germination. On average 
in a warm soil emergence takes about 
five days. If the temperature drops 
to 5 degrees Celsius at the depth of 
seeding, emergence time increases 
to about ten days. Soils that are too 
wet or too dry will impede germina¬ 
tion. Wet soils may have to be 
worked before seeding to allow them 
to dry out and warm up. Soils that 
are too dry may require deeper seed¬ 
ing to reach moisture Deeper seed¬ 
ing usually means slower emer¬ 
gence. 

Seed quality and seeding depth 


are two other factors to consider 
High quality seed will more than 
pay for itself Good quality, viable 
seed will germinate and emerge 
quickly and evenly. A fast and even 
start will allow the seedlings to get 
a jump on weeds and diseases Also 
strong seed that germinates quickly, 
producing a vigorous seedling will 
be better able to withstand environ¬ 
mental stresses and chemical 
residues Seeding depth is also im¬ 
portant. Ideally, seed should be 
placed no deeper than is required to 
reach moist soil Research has shown 
that deep seeding will result in 
slower germination, weaker seed¬ 
lings and reductions in yield 
Seeding management and seed¬ 
bed conditions will have major in¬ 
fluence on the crop's ability to get 
established and to resist chemical 
residues and other environmental 
factors that can affect yield. A quick, 
vigorous start is the objective when 
seeding Any condition that slows 
down the emergence of the seed 
will increase the negative influence 
of chemical residues Planning and 
using good management practices 
will go a long way toward reducing 
the impact of chemical residues. If 
we continue to use pre-emergent 
herbicides we should manage our 
cropping practices to reduce or 
eliminate the impact of herbicide 
residues.
